In  the  decade  Dr.  Ralph  Wyatt  Adams  has  been  President  of  Troy 

State  University,  he  has  become  the  embodiment  of  the  institution 

itself.  His  burning  desire  to  give  to  the  people  of  Alabama  the  finest 

university  possible  manifests  itself  in  the  quality  of  education  he  has 

provided  his  faculty  and  his  staff. 

Dr.  Adams  was  elected  President  of  Troy  State  University  on  August 

3,  1964  by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  He  assumed  his  post 

October  1  of  the  same  year.  Since  then,  the  University  has 

experienced  a  period  of  growth  and  service  unparalleled  in  its 

history. 

In  academics,  when  Dr.  Adams  became  President,  Troy  State 

University  was  offering  its  students  an  opportunity  to  earn  degrees 

in  four  areas  of  study.  Today,  that  opportunity  has  expanded  to  a 

point  where  it  is  possible  for  those  seeking  them  to  earn  degrees  in 

fifteen  areas  of  study.  Students  may  major  in  70  areas  of  study  and 

minor  in  44  areas. 

Along  with  improvements  in  course  offerings  has  come 

improvements  in  the  quality  of  the  faculty  at  Troy  State.  The 

University's  faculty  now  is  composed  of  a  higher  percentage  of 

qualified  teachers  possessing  terminal  degrees  than  at  any  time  in  its 

history.  Its  faculty  also  holds  a  higher  percentage  of  membership  in 

Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  Phi  Kappa  Phi  than  does  the  faculty  of  any 

other  state  institution  of  higher  learning  in  Alabama. 

Dr.  Adams'  immediate  goal  was  to  provide  Troy  State  University  a 

library  second  to  none  in  the  state.  The  result  was  the  Lurleen  Burns 

Wallace  Educational  Resources  Center,  a  facility  unique  to  Alabama 

and  an  example  for  other  colleges  and  universities  to  follow. 

Dr  Adams'  other  accomplishments  in  expanding  the  physical  plant 

of  Troy  State  now  dot  the  300  acre  campus.  Buildings  constructed 

during  his  tenure  include  Alumni  Hall,  a  540-man  residence  hall;  a 

$500,000  addition  to  the  University's  science  building;  a  new  field 

house  for  TSU's  athletic  programs;  a  new  dining  hall;  a  new 

university  center  and  several  renovated  buildings. 

Dr.  Adams  is  a  firm  believer  in  the  "University  without  Walls" 

concept.  With  this  philosophy  in  mind,  he  first  began  to  expand 

Troy  State  programs  beyond  the  limits  of  the  main  campus.  The  University's  Montgomery  branch  was  established  on  the  Maxwell  Air  Force  Base  installation  in 

the  spring  of  1965.  Course  offerings  at  the  Fort  Ruckcr  branch  were  also  expanded  and  in  the  1966-67  academic  year  the  first  degrees  were  granted. 

Today,  in  a  continuation  of  this  exciting  concept.  Dr.  Adams  has  led  Troy  State  University  to  the  position  of  being  the  state's  only  international  university. 

Classes  in  a  number  of  United  States  Air  Force  bases  throughout  Europe  and  the  Near  East  are  now  in  session  Innovative  education  programs,  unlimited  by  the 

boundaries  of  tradition  or  the  walls  of  buildings,  exemplify  the  goals  and  aspirations  of  Dr.  Ralph  W.  Adams  and  his  administration  at  Troy  State  University.

Whigham  comes  to  Trojan  Territory  from  Ocala,  Florida  where  he  was  named 
head  football  coach  at  Vanguard  High  School  in  May  of  this  year.  Prior  to  his 
appointment  at  Vanguard,  he  was  a  member  of  the  University  of  Georgia  staff 
for  five  seasons. 

In  1969,  he  first  joined  the  Georgia  staff  when  he  served  as  head  freshman 
coach  for  his  first  of  three  seasons.  Whigham  was  also  head  frosh  coach  during 
the  1970  and  1973  campaigns  and  he  posted  a  three-year  record  of  10-4-1  with  the 
freshmen.  During  the  1971  and  1972  campaigns,  he  worked  with  the  Bulldog 
varsity  as  an  assistant  backf  ield  coach. 

Before  joining  the  Georgia  staff,  Whigham  put  in  two  years  (1967  and  1968) 
with  Ralph  "Shug"  Jordan's  staff  at  Auburn  University.  At  Auburn,  his  alma 
mater,  Whigham's  primary  responsibility  was  football  recruiting. 

Whigham  graduated  from  Auburn  in  1955  and  in  the  following  decade,  he 
posted  an  amazing  92-12-2  high  school  coaching  record  in  Florida.  He  coached  for 
eight  years  at  Wildwood  High  School  and  took  the  2-A  school  to  several 
championships  in  a  3-A  conference. 

Whigham  left  Wildwood  for  Melbourne  High  School  and  his  work  was  cut 
out  for  him.  Prior  to  Whigham's  arrival,  Melbourne  had  won  only  three  games  in 
1964.  Whigham's  1965  Melbourne  team  was  the  state's  runner-up  4-A  champion 
the  following  year,  Melbourne  copped  the  high  school  grid  title.

Jacksonville  State  was  seeking  its  first  Gulf  South  Conference  football 
championship  and  they  made  a  major  step  toward  that  goal  by  defeating 
TSU  23-12  in  the  Trojans'  season  finale.  The  Gamecocks  sewed  the  GSC 
title  up  two  weeks  later.  Jacksonville  took  a  7-0  lead  early  before  Bobby  Lee 
could  find  his  favorite  target,  Perry  Griggs.  The  Trojans  went  ahead  12-~ 
on  a  four  yard  scoring  run  by  Richard  Bassett  following  a  seven  yard 
scoring  pass  from  Lee  to  Griggs.  The  Trojans  led  at  intermission,  but  the 
Gamecocks  put  together  16  points  in  the  final  two  periods  to  clinch  the 
win.

with  a  third  place  in  the  Gulf  South  Conference  championship  meet  and 

ended  up  ranked  among  the  15  top  teams  in  the  nation. 

In  the  fall,  the  Trojan  cross  country  team  won  the  GSC  title  with  a  team 
made  up  of  mostly  freshmen  and  sophomores. 

Freshmen  Tern,  Crews  and  Ed  Palmer  won  all-conference  honors  in  cross 
country,  then  repeated  as  All-GSC  performers  in  outdoor  track. 

Charles  Oliver,  ranked  eighth  in  the  world  in  the  440-yard  dash,  earned  two 
All-America  certificates  in  track  during  the  year  .  .  .  one  indoors  and  the 
other  outdoors.  He  is  already  a  four-time  All-America  performer  for  TSU. 

In  addition  to  Crews,  Palmer  and  Oliver,  others  named  to  the  All-GSC 

team  were  Lindsey  Plummer,  Ricky  Sullivan,  Rodell  Turner  and  Willie 

Pickett.  Plummer  won  the  conference  championship  in  the  440-yard 

steeplechase  while  Sullivan  was  the  league's  top  pole  vaulter. 

The  Trojans  won  the  fourth  annual  Troy  Relays  meet  —  beating  in-state 
rivals  Alabama,  Auburn,  South  Alabama  and  Jacksonville  State.

The  Trojans  hosted  the 
tourney  at  Dothan's  Olympia  Spa  and  TSU  walked  away  with  its  first  golf  title  by  a  29- 
stroke  margin. 

A  week  earlier,  TSU  claimed  its  first  major  college  tournament  win  at  the  Southern 
Junior-Senior  Tournament.  Favorites  Auburn  University,  Middle  Tennessee  and 
Columbus  College  watched  the  Trojans  jump  out  front  by  13  strokes  after  the  first  day, 
then  coast  into  the  winner's  circle  in  the  final  round. 

Sophomore  Ronny  Mobley  copped  All-Gulf  South  Conference  honors  for  the  second 
consecutive  season  and  was  the  conference's  medalist  Other  A1I-GSC  picks  were  Bob 
Kelly,  Mike  Leary  and  Ricky  Beck.
